Instead, he said, they may have pulled 
the boy into the pen in a tug-of-war game with the adults who tried 
to rescue John. 


"We can't blame the wolves for what happened," Kleber said. 


"It's not their fault. If it's anyone's fault, it's mine." But Kleber 
said the walkways outside the cage were as clear of ice as possible 
and the animal pens at the center "are as safe as or safer than any 
zoo in tne covntry." He said all staff members at the center are 
"heartsick and concerned and want to be as helpful as possible. 
The situation should be analyzed and the blame put where it 
belongs before jumping to any conclusions. We have to find out 
what happened so it can be corrected."

Some Ways To Make 
Federal Workers Efficient 


•'How to achieve greater efficiency, 
from the federal work force has been 
the subject of continuing debate over 
the years. Although naturally a sensi- 
tive subject to the millions of, employes 
involved, it is of legitimate interest to 
the nation's taxpayers, including those 
in .the government service as well as 
workers in the private sector. 
'As with other problems in govern- 
ment, too often the reaction has been 
to do nothing or to adopt half-solutions 
which in the long run only make the 
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problem more serious. A White House 
task force on federal pay has produced 
several concrete proposals which, in 
its 
view, 
would 
more • closely 


approximate the standards expected in 
private industry. 


First, the task force would change 


the system whereby most federal 
employes enjoy regular pay increases 
based on time served rather than 
merit. The proposal would continue to 
treat clerical employes in this manner, 
but would place most professional 
employes on a merit status, granting 
pay increases on the basis of perfor- 
mance rather than longevity. 


The task force also would like to see 


a closer wage identity to the locality in 
which 
the 
federal 
workers 
is 


employed, rather than a uniform na- 
tional standard for all. And it would 
raise the pay ceilings for highly 
professional employes — the kind of 
creative talent which finds it unat- 
tractive financially to work for the 
government. 


Proposals 
are 
/one 
thing. 


Implementing such a plan is another. 
But the study is a step in the right 
direction. 


Of course, the one major remedy for 


the disease of inefficiency so far hasn't 
been mentioned by those making the 
study. That remedy is dismissal. 
There 
are 
simply 
hundreds of 


thousands too many federal employes 
— bureaucrats who spend years 
simply shuffling papers. 


It is not fanciful to speculate that 


government 
services 
could 
be 


improved by halving the federal work 
force. Those civil servants remaining 
would be doing truly important work 
with a resulting improvement in atti- 
tude both because their work would, be 
significant and because the fast exodus 
of excess paper shufflers would make 
them run a little scared.

This bill is 
part of the Insidious overall ef- 
fort to deprive the American ci- 
tizen of his Constitutional, God- 
given right to own firearms. 
This bill would make certain 
that if a citizen actually uses a 
gun to protect himself and his 
loved ones, that he goes to jail 
tor-doing so.

WASHINGTON - Though the 


oil crisis developed two years 
back, the evidence is that this 
nation's 
and 
the Western 


world's response has been far 
too little and-too late. New 
government studies indicate our 
dependence on the oil cartel 
countries will escalate drama- 
tically in the next several years, 
making a mockery of U.S. na- 
tional defense and foreign 
policy. Both can be torn to 
threads by a boycott or slow- 
down by a handful of countries, 
each of which is highly suscep- 
tible to a totalitarian takeover. 


Oil is iii the public eye. Our 


efforts began after a crisis. But, 
as is well known, we are heavily 
dependent on foreign sources 
for a string of other raw 
materials 
crucial 
to 
our 


defenses and economic stability. 


A major share of the available 


export production of at least six 
of these essential commodities 
is held tightly by potential car- 
tels 
/ 


Forty one per cent of the free 


world's exports of Iron ore is 
controlled 
by seven 
major 


producers, 85 per cent of tin ex- 
ports by six, 44 per cent of lead 
exports by five, 31 per cent of 
copper exports by four, 30 per 
cent of zinc exports by four and 
75 per cent of bauxite exports — 
raw material for aluminum — 
by seven major producers 


The problem is the more 


serious because It is not simple 
to find substitutes quickly in the 
large quantities necessary, for 
iron ore, lead) bauxite. Zinc 
substitution is also difficult in 
the short term. 


There is enough known, 


however, about new sources for 
.some of these materials, new 
forms 
of : substitution 
and 


improved 
conservation 


methods, .to make it possible in 
timejo reduce our dependence 
on the import of most of" these 
items. 


As in the case of oil, the 


complete elimination of imports 
is neither possible nor desira- 
ble. What's wanted is indepen- 
dence sufficient to prevent our 
being blackmailed or unduly 


pressured politically, militarily 
or economically. 
• 


But we must begin now while 


we have time and when condi- 
tions, in the main, are propi- 
tious for success. 


Note first that all six of these 


commodities can be stockpiled 
without serious difficulty. In 
fact, if my memory serves 
correctly, five of the six have 
been stockpiled extensively at 
one time or another ;by this 
country. The stock-piling can be 
carried put slowly, during those 
periods of low prices which .oc- 
cur from time to time in these 
cyclical fields. 


Over the long pull, substitu- 


tions arid alternate sources are 
possible for most of these com- 
modities, 
if we put 
some 


thought and effort into the task. 


Bauxite is plentiful, virtually 


worldwide, if developed. There 
are other ores believed suitable 
•for 
economical 
aluminum 


production if better techniques 
are found. Recent laboratory 
work suggests it will be possible 
to come up with a wide range of 
.plastic substitutes. 


Aluminum, in turn, has been 


popular in recent years as a 
substitute for some uses of tin 
and copper Other substitutes 
can be found — and other 
sources of tin and copper ore, 
given the proper stimulus. ^ 


Lead, zinc and iron ore may 


present greater problems But 
it is clear that persistent 
research can give us handles 
here too Considerable work has- 
been done, for example, on the" 
'substitution of plastics for some 
".iron products. Though this suBi- 


stitution has not always be^erf 
successful, the outlook, giVerr 


1 time, seems impressive. 


In each case noted above, we 


are talking about time and ef- 
fort. The crisis presented by lh€ 
international oil cartel may 
never arise in these other fields 
if the producing countries §e'e 
the U. S. moving ahead early 
and with vigor. It will then be to 
their advantage to hold prices 
within reasonable limits. If we 
drag ahead, as with energy, the 
belief wijl grow we are easy 
pickings.

We were shown through the 
whole area of the newest port on 
Lake Michigan, only 38 miles 
from the Twin Cities. 
Two Russian ships were at the 


terminal loading containers 
which is the latest in loading 
and unloading operations. Huge 
cranes unload the ships which 
come here. The Port of Indiana 
at Burns Harbor is the world's 
newest and most modern deep- 


water harbor. It is a 150-year- 
old dream come true 
/ 


An era opened in September, 


1969, when the ore carrier S S 
Lehigh docked at Bethlehem 
Steel corporation's private pier 
dt Burns Harbor, the first ship 
to bring cargo to Indiana's 
developing port facilities. The 
Lehigh was loaded with 15,700 
gross tons of iron ore pellets for 
conversion to molten iron in 
Bethlehem's new blast furnace.

The flcel 
of Ihe Bethlehem Steel is using 
the port as carriers of ore, 
limestone 'and coal. Shipments 
of slag, scrap iron and other 
cargo have been' shipped to 
foreign countries.

Stewarl J. Cort, ons of the 
world's largest bulk carriers 
The Cort has a beam (width) of 
105 feet, and her regular shuttle 
is belween Taconite Harbor, 
Minn., northeast of Duluth, and 
Bclhlehem's mill al Burns Har- 
bor. 


The Cort's four dicsel en- 


gines, products of General Mo- 
tors, arc designed to develop 
14,000 horsepower. 


She goes at 16.7 miles per 


hour when fully loaded. The 
ship, including particularly Hie 
engine room, is air-conditioned 
for the crew of 33, which 
includes Iwo of a new breed of 
seamen — computer operators 
whose chief concern is with the 
conveyor system. The conveyor, 
which runs the 'length of the 
ship, is intended to unload ore at 
20,000 gross tons an hour. She 
has Iwin'propellers, each four- 
bladed and 18 feet In diameter, 
and Iwin rudders. 


Her stern is square, and her 


bow and sides straight, her twin 
stacks and her cluster of 
deckhouses look like small 
groups of'office buildings. 


From a number of sand dunes 


to one of the great seaports of 
the Greal Lakes, Burns Harbor 
has a future which can go up 
against any port on the Great 
Lakes. 


The Burns sile was the only 


one on the Indiana shore of Lake 
Michigan at which sufficient 
space was available for the type 
of general induslrial and com- 
mercial harbor desired by local 
interests: This was the Army 
Engineers' report after World 
War II. 


The harbor has 820-foot wide 


arms on both sides that provide 
space for all but the longest 
ships to turn around. The har- 
bor includes berths for 31 ships.

Consumer Protectionists 
Hunt For Private Funding

Berrien county's Consumer 


Protection Unit (CPU) 
will 


continue operations until the 
end of February and perhaps 
longer if private funding can be 
obtained, according to Andrew 
Novikoff, CPU project director. 


The CPU was scheduled to 


end operations on Dec. 31, but 
received permission from the 
Office 
of 
Criminal 
Justice 


Programs in Lansing to con- 
tinue by using unexpended 
funds from the 1975 budget, 
Novikoff explained. 


A resolution allowing the CPU 


to use the remaining 36,000 
from the 1975 budget was on the 
agenda for the county board of 
commissioners which met this 
morning. It has already been 
approved by the finance and 
administration 
committees of 


the county board. 


The CPU operated on a 


$38,000 budget last year, with 9^ 
]>er cent of the funding coming 
from the state and the remain- 
ing five per cent from the 
county. This year, however, 
funding would have been en- 
tirely on the county level, and 
commissioners voted to drop 
the CPU program. 


But Novikoff was optimistic 


that private funding could be 
obtained to continue the CPU. 


"It looks very favorable at 


this time for private funding," 
Novikoff said. "We're hoping 
funds will be obtained from 
some 
source, 
and 
we're 


presently trying to obtain them 
from private sources." 


Novikoff said the $6,000 left in 


the CPU's budget resulted 
because one of the unit's staff 
members resigned last summer 
and the unit has sought to 
economize in other areas. 


Through September, the CPU 


had 
recovered 
more 
than 


$57,000 for consumers, Novikoff 
noted. The $57,000 
included 


restitutions, cash refunds, and 
exchanges of merchandise.

He added that tnrough the 


first nine months of 1975 the 
CPU received 671 complaints 
from consumers, closed 784 
complaints (which included 
carryover from 1974), answered 
1,853 telepyone inquiries about 
business firms, and made nine 
consumer fraud-related arrests. 


Novikoff said the CPU will 


continue with its present staff, 
with Randy Arnt serving 'as' 
special investigator and 
Mrs: 


Sally Meach continuing as ad- 
ministrative assistant.

Michigan Bell said in ils 


proposal that by charging cus- 
tomers 20 cents for each direc- 
tory assistance call above the 
limit, the company could save 
$20 million a year and decrease 
customers' rales by about $•) a 
year, or $10 million altogether. 


But, said PSC assistant policy 


director Larry Owen, "Kvery 
assumption Michigan Bell made 
was questionable." 


A Michigan Bell spokesman 


said the PXC's rejection of the 
proposal would not affect its 
customers. He could not say if 
Michigan Bell would again Iry 
lo have the charge approved, 
but said directory assistance is 
an "escalating expense that we 
have lo find a way around." 


Michigan 
Bell 
says 
it 


currently pays 822 million to 
provide the service free of 
charge to all customers. Bell's 
contention on. the savings was 
based on the assumption the use 
of directory assistance would 
drop if users had to pay. 


Michigan Bell had asked that 


the first three information calls 
a customer makes every month 
be free." Thereafter, however, 
the customer would te charged 
20 cents for each call. 


The Public Service Commis- 


sion slal'f recommended Ihe 20- 
cent charge after four calls a 
month and an administrative 
law judge recommended a 15- 
cent charge after four free in- 
formation calls. 


Michigan Bell contended Ihe 


vast majority of telephone users 
would save money on their 
weekly bills since the cosl of 
information service would be 
borne only by the few people 
who continually phone informa- 
tion operators. 


liobert Ol.stot. chief of the 


PSC's communications division, 
had said the average residential 
telephone user would save 30-35 
cents a month because of the 
charge.

Yeasty Days Ahead 
For Professional Sports 


The Yulolido was not the happiest 
of seasons for people owning profes­ 
sional sp<irts teams: owners who hope 
to make a 
profit 
and 
always to 
impress their friends and associates 
with the status attached to being in 
the pay-for-play business. 
Tuo days before Christmas an ar­ 
bitration panel by a 2-1 vote sunl< a 
big hole in baseball’s reserve clause. 
Five days following the y^ar's most 
expensive holiday a federal district 
court 
at 
Minneapolis 
utterly 
demolished the Rozelle rule, foot­ 
ball’s counterpart to baseball’s in­ 
denture. 
There is always the chance for an 
appellate court to reverse .Judge Earl 
R. Larson and if he is upheld, for the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court 
to 
alter the 
decision. 
Presently 
the 
National 
Football 
League’s owners and Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle are weighing the odds on 
carrying the case upstairs. 


The American and National League 
owners stand on 
soupier grouhd. 
Although 
the 
arbitration 
decision 
binds only two clubs and two jump 
minded players, the individual player 
«^oiitracts are uniformly drawn in two 
respects: (i) binding arbitration; and 
(ii) the player’s choice to run out his 
tenure one year after a refusal to 
renew 
his 
contract. 
The 
panel’s 
majority said this second provisicm 
supersedes whatever else might be 
stated in a master contract negotiated 
on an 
industry wide 
basis. 
Con­ 
sequently the precedent set for the 
one argument seemingly would apply 
to all clubs in the two leagues. 


Judge Larson disregarded the tor­ 
tured path taken in the baseball dis­ 
pute. 
He ruled flatly that the Rozelle rule 
offends the anti-trust laws. 
Under the Rozelle rule a player 
refusing to renew a contract must 
stay for one season with his club. He 
is then free to sign with another or­ 
ganization should his old club claim 
an indemnity from the former. If the 
two owners can not agree on the 
penalty, Rozelle determ ines its ex­ 
tent. If the player is any gcmd at all. 
the rule effectively tends to halt 
hedge hopping since the potential new 


owner considers an unknown penalty 
too much of a pig in a poke. 
The reserve clause, the Rozelle rule 
and their variations in basketball and 
ice hockey were designed originally to 
distribute player capability among 
the clubs and to forestall as best 
possible the danger of one or two 
clubs in a given league dominating 
the others. 
Until the players became union 
conscious and before some owners 
started to outdo them selves in bid­ 
ding for talent, these distribution 
rules worked reasonably well for all 
concerned. 
It is the second development which 
triggered the players to exalt the 
premise of free private enterprise 
which in its crudest form of expres­ 
sion holds that the purveyor of goods 
or services is at liberty to charge 
what the market will bear and ^he 
customer is equally free to bargain 
down on the price. 
What the two rulings will do once 
January 18th’s Superbowl winds down 
the 1975 season is debatable. 
Bowie Kuhn, baseball’s czar, says 
the grand old game of swat is kaput. 
Rozelle is more guarded. “We are 
disappointed 
with 
.Judge 
Larson’s 
view,” is the most he has ventured. 
Player association representatives 
in both sp()rts d(‘clare, “ Slavery is 
gon(‘.’’ 
The 
glibber 
among 
the 
sports 
columnists 
forecast 
no 
essential 
differences. 
The outcome, we think, depends on 
how 
perceptively 
the owners and 
players adjust their differences to 'the 
basic question of what the fans and 
the television advertisers will spend 
on professional sports. 
Fueling the dispute from the outset 
has been a player assumption, ad­ 
mittedly shared by some owners, that 
the sky itself is no limit; that an en­ 
tertainment hungry public will shell 
out unstintingly to follow an action 
packed game. 
Professional basketball is close to 
folding up by running with that will- 
o’-the-wisp; and there is no formula 
in other sports exempting them from 
the re:‘lity of there being only so 
much money available at a given 
time for entertainment. 


Some Ways To Make 
Federal Workers Efficient 


How to achieve greater efficiency 
from the ft*deral work force has been 
the subjwt of continuing debate over 
the years. Although naturally a sensi­ 
tive subject to the millions of employes 
involved, it is of legitimate interest to 
the nation’s taxpayers, including those 
in the government service as well as 
workers in the private sector. 
As with other problems in govern­ 
ment, too often the reaction has been 
to do nothing or to adopt half-solutiuns 
which in the long run only make the 
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problem more serious. A White House 
task force on federal pay has produced 
several concrete j)roposals which, in 
its 
view, 
would 
more 
closely 
approximate the standards expected in 
private industry. 
First, the task force would change 
the .system whereby most 
federal 
employes enjoy regular pay increases 
based on time served rather than 
merit. The proposal would continue to 
treat clerical employes in this manner, 
but would place most professional 
employes on a merit status, granting 
pay increases on the basis of perfor­ 
mance rather than longevity. 
The task force also would like to *>ee 
a closer wage identity to the locality in 
which 
the 
federal 
workers 
is 
employed, rather than a uniform na­ 
tional standard for all. And it would 
raise the pay ceilings for highly 
professional employes — the kind of 
creative talent which finds it unat­ 
tractive financially to work for the 
government. 
F’roposals 
are 
one 
thing. 
Implementing such a plan is another. 
But the study is a step in the right 
direction. 
Of course, the one major remedy for 
the disease of inefficiency so far hasn’t 
been mentioned by those making the 
study. That remedy is dism issal. 
There 
are 
simply 
hundreds 
of 
thousands too many federal employes 
— 
bureaucrats 
who 
spend 
years 
simply shuffling papers. 
It is not fanciful to speculate that 
government 
services 
could 
be 
improved by halving the federal work 
force. Those civil servants remaining 
would be doing truly important work 
with a resulting improvement in atti­ 
tude both because their work would be 
significant and because the fast exodus 
of excess paper shufflers would make 
them run a little scared.

New 
government studies indicate our 
dependence on the oil cartel 
countries will escalate drama­ 
tically in the next several years, 
making a mockery of U.S. na­ 
tional 
defense and 
foreign 
policy. Both can be lorn to 
threads by a boycott or slow­ 
down by a handful of countries, 
each of which is highly suscep­ 
tible lo a totalitarian takeover. 
Oil is in the public eye. Our 
efforts began after a crisis. But, 
as is well known, we are heavily 
dependent on foreign sources 
for a string of other raw 
materials 
crucial 
lo 
our 
defenses and economic stability. 
A major share of the available 
export production of at least six 
of these essential commodities 
is held tightly by potential car­ 
tels. 
Forty one per cent of the free 
world’s exports of iron ore is 
controlled 
by seven 
major 
pnKlucers, 85 per cent of tin ex­ 
ports by six, 44 per cent of lead 
exports by five, 31 per cent of 
copper exports by four, 30 per 
cent of zinc exports by four and 
75 per cent of bauxite exports — 
raw material for aluminum — 
by se\en major producers. 


The problem is the more 
serious because it is not simple 
lo find substitutes quickly in the 
large quantities necessary, for 
iron ore, lead, bauxite. Zinc 
substitution is also difficult in 
the short term. 


There 
is 
enough 
known, 
however, about new sources for 
some of these materials, new 
forms 
of 
substitution 
and 
improved 
conservation 
methods, to make it possible in 
time lo reduce our dependence 
on the import of most of these 
items. 
As in the case of oil, the 
complete elimination of imports 
is neither possible nor desira­ 
ble. What’s wanted is indepen­ 
dence sufficient to prevent our 
being blackmailed or unduly 


pressured politically, militarily 
or economically. 
But we must begin now while 
we have time and when condi­ 
tions, in the main, are propi­ 
tious for success. 
Note first that all six of these 
commodities can be stockpiled 
without serious difficulty. In 
fact, if my memory serves 
correctly, five of the six have 
been stockpiled extensively at 
one time or another by this 
country. The stock-piling can be 
carried out slowly, during those 
periods of low prices which oc­ 
cur from time lo lime in these 
cyclical fields. 
Over the long pull, substitu­ 
tions and alternate sources are 
possible for most of these com­ 
modities, 
if we put 
some 
thought and effort into the task. 
Bauxite is plentiful, virtually 
worldwide, if developed. There 
are other ores believed suitable 
for 
economical 
aluminum 
production if belter techniques 
are found. Recent laboratory 
work suggests it will be possible 
to come up with a wide range of 
plastic substitutes. 
Aluminum, in turn, has been 
popular in recent years as a 
substitute for some uses of tin 
and copper. Other siiibstitutes 
can be found — and other 
sources of tin and copper ore, 
given the proper stimulus. 
Lead, zinc and iron ore may 
present greater problems. But 
it is clear that persistent 
research can give us handles 
here loo. Considerable work has 
been done, for example, on the 
substitution of plastics for sonie 
iron products. Though this sub­ 
stitution has not always b^en; 
successful, the outlook, given 
lime, seems impressive. 
In each case noted above, we 
are talking about lime and ef­ 
fort. The crisis presented by the 
international oil cartel may 
never arise in these other fields 
if the producing countries see 
the U. S. moving ahead early 
and with vigor. It will then bo lo 
their advantage lo hold prices 
within reasonable limits. If we 
drag ahead, as with energy, the 
belief will grow we ahe easy 
pickings.

WASHINGTON - What a 
relief. The country has landed 
at la.sl in the Bicentennial year, 
after 12 months in a tiresome 
holding pattern. 
Free enterprise has had us 
celebrating the 200th anniver­ 
sary for more than six months, 
so the arrival of New Year’s Day 
has seemed nearly like an af­ 
terthought. 
Blit a welcome one. The 
people 
have 
a 
momentous 
decision lo make, and it is high 
time lo get on with it. This is the 
year to look not only lo the past 
but the future — and to select 
the right politician lo lead the 
nation upw-ard again, away from 
the horrors and crimes that 
have been uncovered since the 
last politician was selected. 
The past year was a pause, a 
blank period between 
eras 
which will be remembered 
more for what did not happen 
than for an>1hing that occurred. 
Tht‘ country seemed to be rest­ 
ing, waiting for 1976, for its 
birthday and possibly the most 
important presidential election 
in a century. 
In 1975, a lot of things didn’t 
happen. 
There 
were 
no 
/Xmorican foot soldiers fighting 
under orders anywhere in the 
world. There was no more 
scandal in the White House. 
There was no war in the Middle 
East. New York City did not 
collapse. 
No 
strong 
legislative 
leadership emerged, although 
the Democrats enjoyed a huge 
majority of both House and 
Senate. No powerful personage 
surfaced in the Democratic 
parly, although there was no 
dearth of volunteers. 


There was 
no disastrous 
downturn 
in 
the 
economy, 
although it hasn’t improved 
very much either. There was no 
visibly painful energy crisis, 
although the politicians keep 
saying ii is coming. The CIA 
and FBI didn’t fold up and 
didn’t seem very remorseful. 


although the revelations of their* 
wrongdoings have cost them 
ri*spect and a certain degree of 
independence. 
But the biggest non-happen­ 
ing of 1975 was the President 
himself. He turned out lo be a 
little more than a caretaker,* 
prepared lo make a few repairs 
lo the governmental body for 
normal maintenance, but not up 
to a rebuilding job. His impact 
upon the country has been 
negligible, unless you count the 
humor generated by the dumb- 
Ford jokes. He has developed ni> 
crusade, nor has he seemed to 
think one useful.

Who Invented The Knife, Fork And Spoon? 


'Alexander Graham Bell in- 


»\cntcd the telephone, Thomas 


Edison the electric light — but 
who invented the knife, fork and 
Spoon' 
iTTierc are no written records, 


__ but most experts seem to agree 
• thai the knife came first. Ex- 
perts reason 
that this was 


because the knife was needed by 
the earliest humans as a weapon 
and a tool long before anyone 
thought to eat with it. 


Tliero is less certainty about 


the spoon's invention, but it 
certainly boasts a long history. 
Archeologists have uncovered 


spoons in the ruins of Pompeii, 
preserved since 79 AD. The 
handles were painted to facili- 
tate picking shellfish, helpful 
indeed to a civilization so near 
the sea. Some experts credit the 
early Egyptians, as far back as 
2000 BC, with crafting some of 
the most sophisticated spoons. 
Their favorite materials were 
gold, silver and ivory. These 
spoons became treasures and, 
as today, a traditional gift for a 
newborn. 


However, during the Middle 


Ages (14lh - 16th centuries) use 
of the spoon seems to have been 


restricted to the kitchen. Knives 
and hands were the main eating 
utensils. The personal daggar 
often doubled as a table utensil. 
In the 14th century, a pair of 
knives 
were 
designed 


specifically for dining. One 
knife held the food while the 
other transferred it to the 
mouth. 


The forerunners of the fork 


were the kitchen skewer, used 
to broil meats, and the pitch- 
fork, used ip the fields. The fork 
was first introduced as an eat- 
ing utensil in Italy, but wasn't, 
commonly used in the rest of 


Europe until the late 16th cen- 
tury. But even then, not much is 
known about the use of the fork. 


Man's progress from fingers 


••• to fork was not really complete'? 


until the late 17th century when 
common people began using 
knives, forks and spoons. At the 
same time, 17th century aris- 
tocrats 
had progressed 
to 


presenting their guests with an 
individual spoon, fork and knife 
set packed in a case for 
traveling. 


Materials that have been used 


to make eating utensils have 
run the gamut. The Neolithic 


people used oval spoons made of 
baked clay. Some others made 
of bone, horn and shell have also 
•been 
discovered. 
Yet ' the 


handles of knives used by 
noblemen in the Middle Ages 
were frequently made of gold or 
delicately carved from ivory or 
mother-of-pearl. 


American 
colonists 
used 


wooden 
spoons, 
while

wealthy. Englishmen 
and 


traders used pewter.

Hamburger Gets Adult Acceptance 


• _• v Parents have a habit of ob- 
• -jetting to many of their young- 
i ster's habits, particularly, their 


eating habits. Nevertheless, a 
recent Harris poll reveals that 
what the young people like is 
now what the older people buy 
for themselves — hamburgers. 
Recent studies show ham- 
burgers, fresh fruits and vege- 
tables are the newest favorites 
in the eating line. Poultry is still 
included and people are eating a 
little more fish. But in general, 
the thumbs arc down on steak 
and canned meats, the survey 
shows. 


Steaks are becoming a rarity 


in the middle and lower class 
homes because of their high 
cost,'often regarded as exces- 
sive. That's where hamburgers 
come in. 


The public's desire for na- 


tural, flavors, instead of ar- 
tificial, synthetic ones explains 
why canned and even frozen 
meats, vegetables'and fruits arc 
declining In favor of fresh. It 
may explain also why fresh fish 
is being purchased more often 
today. Freshness again seems 
to intrigue the public's appetite, 
which brings up a serious 
economic 
problem 
for 


manufacturers of foods. We 
checked

• Because she usually arrives 
home at fi:30 every evening, she 
provides tags of popcorn, potato 
chips, large containers of milk, 
peanut butter and bread, celery 
and radishes for her children to 
nibble on so they won't starve 
while waiting for a late dinner. 


Here is a good hamburger 


recipe we have used for years to 
-everyone's delight: 


For 4 medium site ham- 


burgers: order onfc pound of top 
round or sirloin, or chuck (has 
more fat) ground once only. 


Shape into hamburgers, being 
very light in touch. The less 
handling the better. Use a heavy 
pan. Sprinkle it with garlic salt, 
then brown until the salt is 
black. Add no butter. Keep the 
flame high. Now plank the meat 
onto the sizzling pan. When one 
side is browned, turn. Sprinkle 
with lemon butter and salt. 
Serve at once with a pat of but- 
ler on top of each. Cook as long 
as you like — well done or very 
medium. They will delight you. 
(If the kitchen is well ventilated 
only.) .

However, sterling silver 'was 


still a luxury and even, those 
who owned it reserved its use 
for 
special 
occasions. 
The 


flatware used daily in the 19th 
and early 20th centuries was 
made of carbon steel. .This 
material was not easy to keep 
shiny — it took hours of rubbing 
with a cork and scouring 
powder to remove discoloration. 
But carbon steel was inexpen- 
sive and despite the fact, that the 
material rusted and discolored 


easily, it was a popular item. As 
recently as 1910 it was a fea- 
tured item in the stamp catalog. 
A set of six steel knives and six 


- forks went for one book. 


While silver-plate has had its 


day in the sun as well, clearly 
the champion material today is 
stainless steel. Developed just 
before World War 11, it was ini- 
tially used in the. hotel and res- 
taurant industries. As styling 
improved, and silver prices 
climbed steadily, consumer 
resistance to stainless disap- 
peared. 


Today, that arbiter of popular 


taste, the trading stamp ca- 
talog, offers nine different 
stainless steel settings — and 
not a single flatware item in 
sterling. Just 10 years ago, it 
was possible for stamp savers to 
choose from five different pat- 
terns in sterling silver.

' between 1829 and 1890, dedicat- 
ed her cookbook to "those who 
are not ashamed of economy" 
and further advised careful 
checks of the grease-pot to see 
that It contained nothing that 
"could have nourished your 
family or a poorer one." 


The same thrifty attitude, 


. which 
set 
housewives 
to 


preparing "potted pigeon" did 
not mean Americans could not 
enjoy Jarge quantitltcs of 
sweeter, delicacies, including 
plum cake, a big favorite. 


One 
plum 
cake 
recipe,, 


published in 1819 by a cook .who 
wentiby the-name "American 
Orphan," called for 12 eggs, 
three pounds of sugar,-two 
pounds of butter and a pint of 
yeast — and an 1812 recipe 
called for the ingredients to be 
beaten a full hour. 


Even a treat called "plegcian 


gingerbread" from an 1838 Vir- 
ginia cookbook required a whole 


• quart of molasses, an ingredient 


that could be turned by the 
clever into beer, along with 
juniper and spruce needles. 


Early American recipe books 


not only dealt with food but 
other practicalities such as 
killing rats, curing jaundice and 
heartburn and even preventing 
hysterics. 


The German method for this, 


as described in a book published 
in Philadelphia in 1818,- called 
for 
eating 
caraway 
seeds 


pounded with ginger in one's 
bread and butter. For'preserv- 
ing good health :in general — 
"avoid 
living 
near 


churchyards." 


But it was the "Domestic 


•Manual". published in ^New 
London, Conn., in 1816, that 
takes the prize for pragmatism 
with instructions for'making a 
"portable soup," cooked until it 
was so thick.it could be dried 
and cut in cakes — or used for 
glue.

Two Russian ships were at the 
terminal 
loading containers 
which is the latest in loading 
and unloading opt*rations. Huge 
cranes unload the ships which 
come here. The Port of Indiana 
at Burns Harbor is the world’s 
newest and most modern deep- 


water harbor. It is a 150-year- 
old dream come true.

Steel corporation’s private pier 
at Burns Harbor, the first ship 
to bring cargo to Indiana’s 
developing port faci-lities.

Consumer Protectionists 
Hunt For Private Funding

Protection Unit (CPU) will 
continue opt^ations until the 
end of February and ptThaps 
longer if private funding can be 
obtaintHi, according to .Andrew 
Novikoff, CPU projtH.1 director. 
The CPU was sch(‘duk‘d t<» 
end operations on Dec. 31, but 
rireived permission from the 
Office 
of 
Criminal 
Justice 
Programs in Lansing to con­ 
tinue by using unexpended 
funds from the 1975 budget, 
Novikoff explained. 
,\ resolution allowing the C PU 
to use the remaining $6,000 
from the 1975 budget was on the 
agenda for the county board of 
commissioners which met this 
morning. It has already btH*n 
approved by the finance and 
administration 
committt‘es of 
the county lx)ard. 
The CPU 
operated 
on 
a 
S38,0(M) budget last year, with 95 
lK*r cent of the funding coming 
from the state and the remain­ 
ing five per cent from the 
county 
This year, however, 
funding would have been en­ 
tirely on the ctiunty level, and 
commissioners voted to drop 
the CPU prograiii 


But .\ovikoff was optimistic 
that private funding could 1k‘ 
obtained to continue the CPU. 
“ It looks very favorable at 
this time for private funding,” 
Novikoff said. “We’re hoping 
funds will be obtained from

presently trying to obtain them 
from private sources.” 
Novikoff said the $6.1NK) left in

because one of the unit’s staff 
members resigned last summer 
and the unit has sought to 
economize in other areas.

$57,IMKI for consumers, Novikoff 
noted. The $57,000 included 
restitutions, cash refunds, and 
exchanges of merchandise.

He added that tnrough the 
first nine months of 1975 the 
CPU received 671 complaints 
from consumers, closed 764 
complaints 
(which 
included 
carryover from 1974), answered 
1,853 telepyone inquiries about 
business firms, and made nine 
consumer fraud-related arrests. 


Novikoff said the CPU will 
continue with its present staff, 
with Randy .Arnt serving as 
special investigator and Mrs. 
Sally Meach continuing as ad­ 
ministrative assistant.

However, sterling silver was 
still a luxury and even those 
who owned it re.served its use 
for

The 
flatware used daily in the 19th 
and early 20th centuries was 
made of carbon steel. This 
material was not easy to keep 
shiny — it took hours of rubbing 
with a cork 
and 
scouring 
powder to remove discoloration. 
But carboii steel was inexpen­ 
sive and dt'spite the fact that the 
material rusted and discolored 


easily, it was a popular item. As 
recently as 1910 it was a fea­ 
tured item in the stamp catalog. 
A set of six steel knives and six 
forks went for one book. 
While silver-plate has had its 
day in the sun as well, clearly 
the champion material today is 
stainless steel. Developed just 
before World War II, it was ini­ 
tially used in the hotel and res­ 
taurant industries. As styling 
improve'd, and silver prices 
climbed 
steadily, 
consumer 
resistance to stainless disap­ 
peared. 
Today, that arbiter of popular 
taste, the trading stamp ca­ 
talog, 
offers nine different 
stainless steel settings — and 
not a single flatware item in 
sterling. Just 10 years ago, it 
was possible for stamp savers to 
choose from five different pat­ 
terns in sterling silver.

made from spruce trees and a 
soup so versatile it could be 
ustHi for glue were just two 
staples created by 19th century 
Yankee ingenuity for palate- 
pleasing and practicality. 
Knowing how to make not only 
soap and candles, but maple 
sugar, a tasty meal from the 
cheek of an ox, liqueur from 
wormwood — and lozenges for 
heartburn — meant that early 
Americans could live well on 
little, as a display in the 
Michigan 
State 
University 
Library reveals. 
“Homespun,” an exhibit fea­ 
turing 
early 
American 
household implements from the 
MSU museum and old books 
from 
the 
library’s 
Special 
Collections, gives the overall 
recipe: frugality and self-suf­ 
ficiency. 
“A farmer here depends on 
nobody but himself, and if he be 
not at his ease, and even rich, it 
must be his own fault,” wrote 
William 
Cobbett, 
a 
thorny 
Englishman who farmed a w hile 
on Long Island. 
Cobbett. who published his 
observations 
in 
1822, 
was 
delighted with his diet of the 
eggs, young ducks, partridges, 
asparagus and bacon that he 
grew or prepared himself and 
stressed that anyone could live 
this well provided he were 
“sober and industrious.” 
“Waste not, want not,” was 
the unwritten motto of Mrs. 
Maria 
Elizabeth 
Rundell, 
author of one of the most 
popular cookb(K)ks of the early 
19th centur>’ and a refuter of a 
notion foreigners yad about 
what Americans did with “less 
dt‘sirable” meat. 
Although travelers charged 
that it was customary in urban 
areas to throw such meat into 


the streets, where hogs foraged, 
the widely-read Mrs. Rundell 
presented recipes for every part 
of an ox>— including one for ox 
cheek stew. 
“Look frequently to the pails 
to see that nothing is throw to 
the pigs which might have been 
in the grease-pot,” advised 
another 
popular 
cookbook 
authoress, Mrs. Lydia Maria 
Child. 
Mrs. 
Child, 
whose 
“The 
American Frugal Housewife,” 
went 
through 
32 
editions 
between 1829 and 1850, dedicat­ 
ed her cookbook to “those who 
are not ashamed of economy” 
and further advised careful 
checks of the grease-pot to see 
that it contained nothing that 
“could have nourished your 
family or a poorer one.” 
The same thrifty attitude, 
which 
set 
housewives 
to 
preparing “potted pigeon” did 
not mean Americans could not 
enjoy 
large 
quantitites 
of 
sweeter delicacies, including 
plum cake, a big favorite. 
One 
plum 
cake 
recipe, 
published in 1815 by a cook who 
went by the name “American 
Orphan,” called for 12 eggs, 
three pounds of sugar, two 
pounds of butter and a pint of 
yeast — and an 1812 recipe 
called for the ingredients to be 
beaten a full hour. 
Even a treat called “plegeian 
gingerbread” from an 1838 Vir­ 
ginia cookbook rtKiuireKl a whole 
quart of molasses, an ingredient 
that could be turned by the 
clever into beer, along with 
juniper and spruce needles. 
Pearly American recipe books 
not only dealt with food but 
other practicalities such as 
killing rats, curing jaundice and 
heartburn and even preventing 
hysterics. 
The German method for this. 


as described in a book published 
in Philadelphia in 1818, called 
for 
eating 
caraway 
seeds 
pounded with ginger in one’s 
bread and butter. For preserv­ 
ing good health in general — 
“avoid 
living 
near 
churc'hyards.” 
But it was the “Domestic 
Manual” published in New 
London, Conn., in 1816, that 
takes the prize for pragmatism 
with instructions for making a 
“portable soup,” cooked until it 
was so thick it could be dried 
and cut in cakes — or used for 
glue.

The Postal Service has a 
legal monopoly on first-class 
mail, but the electronic sys­ 
tems v^t^re never anticipated by 
the

establishing 
this 
monopoly.

program officers": will be as- 
signed at virtually all bases'. 


"The problem calls for iden- 


tification of child abuse cases, 
protection of the child's rights

abuse will require examination 
by a military doctor. After an 
initial exam, an Army hospital 
commander may report the in- 
cident to law 
enforcement 


agencies, if necessary.

"test of our national will." 
' Not that the sequel was 
happy: We moved the confron- 
tation to South Vietnam which, 
according to David Halbentam, 
one of the few places In the 
world vital to American national 
Interest. The problem was the 
president of the Republic of 
Vietnam, Ngo Dinh Diem, felt 


he had more rights in the 
premises than did the United 
States. By 1963 Diem was 
threatening to kick out the 
Americans and his brother Nhu 
was communicating with Hanoi 
about a deal. At this point the 
United States reached the fork 
in the road. We had two options: 
First, shove off and let Diem 
desert the Free World if he so 
chose; second, dump Diem and 
nail the Stars and Stripes to the 
Saigon flagpole,. thus irre- 
trievably converting the Viet- 
nam war into a "test of will" 
with the Communist powers. 


Now I am not widely regarded 


as an "appeaser," but I know a 
weak hand when I see one. As 
national chairman of Americans 
for Democratic Action iii 1963,1 
was both opposed to the Diem 
regime and to any American 
effort to overturn it. 


Ironically, it was the Ken-, 


nedy-inspired coup, which took 
out Diem and created chaos in 
Vietnamese politics, that con- 
verted me into a "hawk." At 
that point — as one who believes 
in the doubtless "square" con- 
cept of national honor — I 
became convinced that having 
destroyed an authentic anti- 
Communist Vietnamese na- 
tionalist government, whatever 
its sins, we had assumed res- 
ponsibility for 15 million people 
and'made the struggle for In- 
dochina truly into a "test of 
wills!" 


Now I hear the same rhetoric 


in connection with the defense of 
the Angolan "nation"; but there 
is no Angolan nation — there is 
a boundary on the map worked 
out by the former colonial 
powers, 
two 
major 
tribal 


groups, and three liberation 
movements. Before I draw my 
sword, I want a lot more infor- 
mation'about, some matters to 
be investigated in my next 
column.
